June 22, will sit as a board of can- 
vass and certify the bond election. 
Then will come the advertising of 
bids for the bonds. It is expected 
that some 30 days will be allowed 
for bids to be submitted after certi- 
fication of the election. 

Some 30 days will be needed after 
the bonds are sold to print and de- 
liver them to the buyers and receive 
paymnt. However, beginning of work 
on converting the Dibble property 
need not await actual receipt of the 
bond proceeds, Burgess said. The city 
general fund can advance money for 
the work, to be repaid later out of 
the bond money. 

Burgess said the city can begin 
moving into the property as soon 
as the physical setup permits. Con- 
siderable work must be done on 
remodeling buildings for use as a 
city hall, police station, corporation 
yard and a public assembly place. 

Included in the recreation area 
will be the present swimming pool 
and a children’s wading pool, to be 
constructed; the gymnasium and 
theatre. 

Yet to be done is the final eval- 
uating of the 28 acres to be ob- 
tained from the War Assets Admin- 
inistration. The original appraisal 
was for $145,000, but under an act 
of congress a 50 per cent discount 
can be allowed on the portion of the 
property to be used for municipal 
recreation purposes. 

The estimate is that the recrea- 
tion area would constitute $120,000 of 
the full price, thus permiting a dis- 
count down to $60,000 on that area, 
making a total przce of $85,000 for all 
the land, utilities and improvements 
included in the purchase. 

The bond election was set by ord- 
inance at $150,000 to protect the 
city’s priority, but the city council 
last week canceled all but $99,000 of

But one can scarcely be annoyed 
with the little lady and her serenity.

She’s had a wonderful education, 
being so close to great halls of learn- 
ing and her home in a lovely park 
has brought the great of the times 
to linger on her doorstep. 

Recently, though, we’ve noticed a 
change and some very pointed 
remarks from her best friends 
have caused her to look about a 
bit. 

Being a lady of good judgment, 
she consulted the best designers and 
by taking a tuck here, adding a few 
stays there, then to the beauty par- 
lor for a mud pack and a facial, she 
is indeed a lady of whom we can be 
proud. 

She hasn’t forgotten the old, nor 
the hopes and dreams of the young, 
and she is a blend of both, each 
with his rightful place in her heart. 

Perhaps in some small way, she 
irks some of us by her seeming indif- 
ference to the efforts of some to jog 
her out of her complacency. But a 
glimpse of her past might give an 
inkling into the career of Dame 
Menlo. 

History records little detail of her 
earliest days, except to recount the 
fact that Portola, wending his weary 
way back to Monterey, first sighted 
San Francisco Bay from the foot- 
hills near Searsville and that Anza, 
on his exploratory journey, camped 
for some days beneath the redwoods 
at her southern boundary in 1776 
in itself a momentous year. 

Captain Vancouves, on a journey 
to Santa Clara from Mission Dolores, 
writes in his “Voyage of Discovery” 
in 1792 of a beautiful park covered

‘with English oaks, diversified with 
pleasing knolls and valleys, "needing 
only neat habitations to produce a 
scene not inferior to the most stud- 
ied effect in the disposal of grounds.” 

Ponderous writing, but what the 

captain meant was that it re- 

minded him of the bésutiful es- 
tates of his homeland. 

Vancouver is said to have rested 
beneath a great laurel on what later 
was the property of the late John 
Beltramo. 

The recoras next mention Dennis 
Martin, who crossed the Sierras in 
the first wagon train and who passed 
by the gold fields to set up a sawmill 
on a site off the Sandhill road. 

Boards were first sawed by hand 
out of the great redwoods, the logs 
resting in a cradle with a sawyer 
labove and another in a pit below, 
laboriously carving out the planks. 

Dennis Martin built the first 
Catholic church in the county and 
1its religious needs were ministered 
to by the Jesuits of Santa Clara and 


fcunded the churches at Menlo Park 
and Redwood City. 

Services were conducted each Sun- 
day and worshippers walked as far 
as 15 miles to mass. 

All that remains are a few head- 
stones and an old cypress to mark 
this once busy place. Father McKeon 
of the Church of the Nativity treas- 
ures the beautiful candlesticks of 
the church, and its records. 

Menlo Park’s golden era came 
in the day of the “bonanza kings”, 
who built their country estates in 
the “Garden of the Peninsula.” 

Here, too, came D. J. Oliver and 
| his brother-in-law, D. C. McGlynn, 
who purchased 1700 acres of the 
Rancho de las Pulgas and erected

The town was incorporated March 
23, 1874 “for the purpose of carrying 
out a uniform system of street im- 
provements,” and its limits included 
Atherton and Ravenswood out to 
the bay. The work being finished, the 
town decided to disincorporate and 
it wasn’t untill 1937 on November 15 
that it again became an incorporated 
city. 

The condition of the streets at 
this first incorporation must have 
been sad, because we read in the files 
of the Times Gazette of an Italian 
named Baptiste who fell off his 
wagon on the way to Searsville. He 
was found dead, buried to his 
shoulders in mud. So there must 
‘have been room for improvement. 

The Presbyterian church was 
founded in 1873 and the present 
‘church was erected in 1874. Senator 
and Mrs. Stanford were among the

tended services regularly. 

Among the first families were 
the Selbys, the Adams, the Dono- 
hoes, the O’Keefes, Monahans, 
Eyres, Hopkins, Weedens and the 
Carnduffs, to name a few. 

James Flood Sr. built the most 
beautiful mansion in northern Cal- 
ifornia and named it Linden ‘Towers. 
The land was purchased for $150,000 
and contained 300 acres. Upon his 
death the property passed to his 
daughter, Jennie, who donated it 
to the University of California. It in 
turn sold it back to James J. Flood, 
who added to the estate and built 
the brick wall along Middlefield 
| Road. 

J. P. Conley purchased the Ra- 
venswood ranch in 1868 for $32,000. 
It consisted of 400 acres. He was a 
leader in church and civic affairs 
of the time, Senator and Governor 
Felton, whose name is perpetuated 
in Felton Gables, spread the fame of 


Ke Menlo Park. 


The senator was the political pow- 
er of the day and to his mansion 
came President Harrison by special 
train. Historians relate the “children

was explained that he was in the 
hands of friends and did not intend 
to offend the children. 

This may explain the strength of 
the Democrats here in later years. 
The president apparently lost any 
following he had at the time. 

To Felton’s home came the then 
Prince of Wales, later to become 
King Edward. General Grant was a 
visitor in the 1880’s, returning from 
China. Admiral Schley, hero of 
Santiago, visited here and the gay 
times are reported in the press of 
the day. It seemed significent to one 
writer to note, “the senator had a 
lcvely parlour, on one side of which 
was a most delightful sideboard 
stocked to suit the pleasure of his 
guests.”

Senator Lapham purchased the 
structure across from the depot in 
Menlo Square, now surrounded by 
apartments.
